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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to Sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent to 
book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will ad- 
here to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dag- 
ger (+) indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, 
or division issuing the document. A double dagger (ft) indicates that the 
document is printed for official use. Whenever additional information con- 
cerning the method of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found 
under the name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, 
e. g., H. doe. 78, 74-1. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 


HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
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order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted. 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1. 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
Sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 


be A 1.23*: So 96° in a library. 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
cards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superintend- 
ent of Documents.

NEW GOVERNMENT AGENCIES AND CHANGES IN FORMER ORGANIZATIONS 


By Executive Order 7065 of June 7, 1935, the President created the National 
Resources Committee, to provide a means of obtaining information essential 
to a wise employment of the emergency appropriation made by the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935. A committee advisory thereto was also 
constituted in the same order. The functions and duties of the National 
Resources Committee are defined as follows: 


(a) To collect, prepare, and make available to the President, with 
recommendations, such plans, data and information as may be helpful 
to a planned development and use of land, water, and other national 
resources, and such related subjects as may be referred to it by the 
President. 

(b) To consult and cooperate with agencies of the Federal Government, 
with the Siates and municipalities or agencies thereof, and with any public 
or private planning or research agencies or institutions, in carrying out 
any of its duties and functions. 

(c) To receive and record all proposed Federal projects involving the 
acquisition of land (including transfer of land jurisdiction) and land 
research projects, and in an advisory capacity to provide the agencies 
‘concerned with such information or data as may be pertinent to the 
projects. All executive agencies shall notify the National Resources Com- 
mittee of such projects as they develop, before major field activities are 
undertaken.

The National Resources Board and the advisory committee established by 
Executive Order 6777, dated June 30, 1934, were abolished by Execuiive Order 
7065, and all personnel, property, records, rights, ete, of said Board were 
transferred to the National Resources Committee. 

By Executive Order 7086 of June 26, 1935, the President established the 
National Youth Administration, to be within the Works Progress Administra- 
tion established under Executive Order 7034 of May 6, 1935. Provision was 
also made for a National Advisory Committee and an Executive Committee 
for the National Youth Administration. The functions and duties of the 
above Administration are: To initiate and administer a program of approved 
projects which shall provide relief, work relief, and employment for persons 
between the ages of sixteen and twenty-five years who are no longer in regular 
attendance at a school requiring full time, and who are not regularly engaged 
in remunerative employment. 

The Puerto Rico Reconstruction Administration was established within the 
Department of the Interior through Executive Order 7057 of May 28, 1935. 
The functions and duties of the said Administration, to be exercised and 
performed by the Administrator thereof, are as follows: To initiate, formulate, 
administer, and supervise a program of approved projects for providing relief 
and work relief and for increasing employment within Puerto Rico.

Several existing Government agencies have been reestablished or continued 
by recent orders of the President. The National Emergency Council was 
reestablished, as now constituted, by Executive Order 7073 of June 13, 1935, and 
authorized to perform such additional duties and functions as may from time 
to time be assigned to it by the President in carrying out the provisions of the 
Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1935, 

The National Labor Relations Board created under Executive Order 6763 
of June 29, 1934, was reestablished and continued in existence until July 1, 
1935, by Executive Order 7074, dated June 15, 1935. 

The Textile Labor Relations Board was continued in existence until July 1, 
1935, by Executive Order 7084 of June 24, 1935, and the National Steel Labor 
Relations Board was continued until the same date by Executive Order 7085 
ot June 24, 1935. 

The President, by Executive Order 7064 of June 7, 1935, authorized the 
Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works to continue to perform its 
functions under title 2 of the National Industrial Recovery Act and to per- 
form other functions under the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1935. 

Termination of the National Industrial Recovery Board and reorganization 
of the National Recovery Administration were authorized by Executive Order 
7075 of June 15, 1935. The office of Administrator of the National Recovery 
Administration was created to provide for the continuing administration of 
the provisions of title 1 of the National Industrial Recovery Act. The Ad- 
ministrator was authorized to administer the provisions of title 1 of the said 
act as amended by Senate joint resolution 113, approved June 14, 1935, and to 
exercise all of those powers heretofore conferred by Executive order upon the 
National Industrial Recovery Board, subject to the limitations upon such 
powers contained in the said Senate joint resolution 113, and subject also to 
the further provisions of this Executive Order. The following bodies also 
were established by the order: The Division of Review, the Division of Busi- 
ness Cooperation, and an Advisory Council in aid of the National Recovery

Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other international 
acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the documents, 
followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the Press releases 
are supplied semiannually, as of December 81 and June 380. The Department of State 
includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its publications for 
the preceding quarter.
